This old globe is subjected to 
periodic waves of fads and idiocies 
which arrive with a bang, stay a 
while and depart as quickly as they 
came. When the “War to end 
War”, “Make the World Safe for 
Democracy” and insure “Self De- 
termination for Small Nations” 
ended, a new mania was loose. This 
was the craze for changing proper 
names on anything and everything 
ranging from “baloney” to whole 
countries. 

When the war ended a host of 
new nations who had previously 
been “suppressed” and “exploited” 
as minorities by the older Euro- 
pean Powers who happened to be 
on the losing side, were formed. 
They, today, in turn are now 
spreading themselves and assert- 
ing their national character by 
publicity stunts, by resurrecting 
obsolete languages that outlived 
their usefulness centuries ago, by 
postage stamps, by Big Navy 
Leagues, Fascist Leagues, God 
Knows What Leagues and by sup- 
pressing in their turn other minori- 
ties who in the late unpleasantness 
were unlucky enough to also be on 
the losing side. This has been 
called to our attention largely by 
the facility with which they shed 
their names. 


We enjoyed this disease early 
and recovered from it early. Who 
does not remember when “Frank- 
furter” was changed to “Liberty 
Sausage”, when cities whose names 
ended in “berg” added a terminal 
“h”. It struck Europe soon after 
for there were soon a hundred 
thousand old thoroughfares that 
became “Rue Wilson’. These have 
since that time become “Rues 
League of Nations” then “Rues 
Lindbergh” then “Rues Graf 
Zeppelin” etc., etc. It’s a lucky 
European boulevard that knows its 
own name today. This fever soon 
spread to the names of cities. 
Many of the old familiar names

are no more. Names that have en- 
dured the storms and stress of a 
thousand years have disappeared. 

St. Petersburg became Petro- 
grad, then Leningrad and then the 
“Whites” attempted to change it 
to “Leninsnake”. Servia became 
Serbia. Durazo, Albania, became 
Durres, Scutari is now Shkoder. 
Millions of Emires, Janissaries, 
Vovoids, Crusaders, Mohamme- 
dans, Republicans and Dog-Catch- 
ers have passed over this district 
without changing its names but 
they did not suit the modern in- 
habitants. Brunn, Austria, be- 
came the sneeze Brno; Czecho Slo- 
vakia, Karlsbad is Karlovy Vary, 
Marienban is Marianske Lazne, 
Pressburg is now Bratislava. 

In the frozen north Dorpat and 
Reval in Estonia have been hocus- 
pocused into Tartu and Tallin; Abo 
and Helsingfors, Finland, have be- 
come Helsinki and Turku; Libau is 
Liepaja; Kovno is Kaunas; Memel 
is Klaipeda; Christiana becomes 
Oslo; Friedrickshaven (Norway) 
becomes Stavern, and Trondhjed is 
Nidaros, and I’ve become out of 
breath. In Poland Lemberg, Posen 
and Vilna have become names you 
couldn’t pronounce if you knew 
them, so why worry. 

In Roumania, the comic opera 
land of ballyhoo and Anthony Hope 
Czernowitz becomes Cernauti while 
Jassy changes its hated Bulgarian 
name to Iasi and the Hungarian 
Temesvar becomes Timisora. Ser- 
via after changing to Serbia be- 
came the Kingdom of the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes. It also pro- 
ceeded to do its share to render 
the average individual’s knowledge 
of geography obsolete. Belgrade 
becomes Beograd which is not so 
bad but they must also make Mon- 
astir which was so prominent in 
news dispatches of the War into 
Bitolj. Monastir you will remem- 
ber was the stopping place of the 
Allied troops who were violating 


the neutrality of Greece the while 
yelling at the tops of their voices 
for the world to avenge the viola- 
tion of Belgium by Germany. Lai- 
back is now Liubljana, Agram is 
now Zegreb. The ancient Venetian 
colonies of Ragusa and Spalato 
have become Dubrovnik and Split. 
Sounds like a South Street Busi- 
ness Firm. 


In Russia the famous Ekaterin- 
burg has become Sverdlovsk and 
Tzaritzyn becomes Stalingrad. Two 
changes which we must applaud 
because they certainly are more 
pronouncable. One will find the 
most surprising changes in the old 
Ottoman Empire. Names that have 
become famous through a thousand 
years of history are no more. The 
ancient city of Adrian (Adrian- 
ople) is now Edirne; Angora which 
has given its name to cats, sheep 
and their epidermal excresences is 
now Ankara; Gallipoli and Kirk- 
Kiliese that rock of Gibraltar in 
the defense of the Dardanelles in 
1915 are now Galibolu and Kirk- 
lareli; Pera and Scutari, two fa- 
mous old divisions of the Turkish 
Capitol, are now Beyoglu and 
Uskudar respectively. Most notable 
of all is the change in that old 
spelling bee favorite over which we 
stuttered so hard to attain the cor- 
rect sequence of letters, Constanti- 
nople. Alas, it is now, Istanbul. 
What wasted effort, what useless 
toil we have enjoyed. Think, how- 
ever, of the labor that will be 
saved future generations of school 
kids. Each dark cloud has its sil- 
ver lining. 

The east next absorbed this hab- 
it. It spread over Persia to China 
and rumor has it that it is now 
raging in Afghanistan. But there 
is one sign of hope on the horizon. 
The Chinese Nationalists captured 
Peking from Chang Tso Lin and 
immediately changed it to Peiping. 
The latest press reports have it 
that Peiping has been captured by 
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the “Red” forces and that they 
have changed it back to Peking. 
Three cheers for the “Reds”. 


It next spread to Latin America. 
Punta Arenas the famous jumping 
off place of Chile, the wildcat town 
of the Southern Hemisphere, is 
now Magellanes.

Chicago 
might become “Manslaughter on 
the Lake”; Los Angeles, “Nutsy by 
the Sea”; St. Paul and Minneapolis 
might become “Mutt and Jeff” or 
“Amos and Andy”.

CUBA 


Mr. Jose Antonio Broquel sends 
us news that October 27th was due 
to witness the opening of a new 
system of air routes within the 
island. This is the date of Colum- 
bus Day in Cuba.

These 
will bear an indicated surtax of 1, 
2%, 215 and 5c respectively, the 
latter amounts going to aid a chil- 
dren’s asylum in Java, while the 
stamps will be good for their 
initial face value as postage. They 
are large in size, 40x24mm and 
very attractive, depicting typical 
native scenes. 


ECUADOR 


Stamp Collecting tells us that 
this country has followed us in 
forbidding the use of air mail 
stamps on ordinary letter post 
mail. This went into effect last 
August 26th. Much confusion can 
result from the indiscrminate use 
of air stamps on other mail. 


FRANCE 


An official decree effective Sept. 
30th, last, withdrew from circula- 
tion the 1fr. 10c postage stamp ac- 
cording to Stamp Collecting. This 
change will probably become effec- 
tive in all the French Colonies also. 
A good value to get while you can. 


GREECE 


After being in circulation for 
seventeen years the 1913 postage 
due series (No. 662-77) has at last 
been replaced by a new set of the 
same design, but with the lower 
values eliminated and many higher 
ones added, a change reflecting the 
tremendous decline in value of the 
drachma since the war.

HONDURAS 


From Stamp Imports, Inc. of 
Chicago, we have at last been able 
to secure a set of the scarce Press 
Centenary issue of this country. 
This series of three stamps, all of 
the same design, was issued re- 
cently to commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of the founding on 
May 5, 1830, of the first newspaper 
in Honduras, the Gaceta del Go- 
bierno, established at that time in 
Tegucigalpa. These are quite crude 
productions, locally typographed 
on thin paper watermarked with 
a new design which can best be de- 
scribed as multiple pointed ovals 
arranged in criss-cross patterns. 
The stamps measure 27x324mm 
and the perf. is a rough 11%. As 
only 5,000 were ever issued these 
are very hard to secure.

In striking contrast to the above 
wretched specimens is the really 
fine new definitive air-post series 
of five values which we have re- 
ceived from Lesgor & Reel. These 
have been expected, but their ap- 
pearance this early came as a sur- 
prise, as large stocks of the recent 
overprints were understood to still 
be on hand. We can safely predict 
that the attractiveness of this issue 





goes far to make up for the pre- 
vious ugly-ducklings.

Lindy’s photo appears on the US 
stamp, by the way, together with 
the statue of Liberty, The “Spirit 
of St. Louis” and Lindy’s cat! Boy, 


what a set! Wait till we picture 
it for you, which will be the minute 
we can get the stamps here from 
Spain. Full details will be given 
then. 

Incidentally, this will make more 
than 90 commemoratives issued by 
Spain during 1930. Some record! 


SIX CENT COLUMBIAN 





The following letter has just 
been sent to members of the Bu- 
reau Issues Association who are 
interested in shifts. 


Dear Mr. Shift Hunter: 

In the last letter, you received 
full details regarding the 6c-Co- 
lumbian Shifts with a note regard- 
ing the mystery of the upper pane. 
We have often commented that all 
the 6c-Columbian shifts that have 
been reported, are platable in the 
lower pane. The mystery is solved. 


Wonderful Discovery by Dr. L. L. 
Steimley of Urbana, Illinois 


Observations 

1. The shifts or double transfers 
in the “Lower Pane” are 
found in exactly the same po- 
sitions in the “Upper Pane”. 

2. A large variegated plate crack 
in the right margin of the 
“Lower Pane” is found exact- 
ly reproduced in the right 
margin of the “Upper Pane”. 

3. There is no Center Line and 
no Arrows for the 6c-Colum- 
bian, such as found on the 
le and 2c between the upper 
and lower panes. 

4, Mr. J. G. Dorn, well known 
collector of Sandusky, Ohio, 
has mint, half sheets compris- 
ing the Right Half of the “Up- 


per Pane” and the Right Half 
of the “Lower Pane”, Plate 
104, 6c-Columbian. These two 
half panes are identical ex- 
‘cept in that—the “Upper 
Pane” has a straight edge at 
the bottom. The “Lower 
Pane” has a straight edge at 
the top. 


Dr. Steimley’s Discovery 


The 6c-Columbian stamp was 
printed from a plate containing 
only one pane of 100 subjects, 
this pane having two imprints and 
two plate numbers at the top and 
two imprints and two numbers at 
the bottom. 

Before the sheets were delivered 
to the Government, either the top 
margin with its inscriptions or the 
bottom margin with its inscriptions 
was trimmed off, thereby making 
the sheets of 6c stamps uniform in 
size of sheet with the rest of the 
Columbian issue. 

Coming as late as it does, this 
discovery becomes an outstanding 
tribute to Philatelic Research. It 
is a pleasure to pay tribute to the 
years of patient study by Dr. 
Steimley, who tells me that there 
are other Columbian plates that 
also have but 100 subjects on a 
plate. 

We hope that Dr. Steimley pub- 
lishes the complete data of the Co- 
lumbian stamps as he has found 
it by replating with overlapping 
blocks and we are happy to have 
Mr. Dorn’s timely corroboration of 
Dr. Steimley’s discovery. 

Mr. J. G. Dorn will exhibit his 
two half panes of the 6c-Colum- 
bians at the Eleventh Annual Open 
House of the Rubber City Stamp 
Club, at the Hotel Portage, Akron, 
Ohio, December 6th and 7th. 

Dr. L. L. Steimley has been in- 
vited to be present and all visiting 
collectors will be welcome.

Following his employment by Mer- 
cer, he soon entered business for 
himself and in 1889 established the 
Company which he now operates. 


Those who know Mr. Weiss well 
will assure you that he is a dealer 
that anyone can deal with in the 
assurance that they will receive 
honorable treatment. 

The occasion of this fortieth an- 
niversary celebration was one that 
will long be remembered by those 
who were privileged to attend. In 
addition to the leading collectors of 
the Queen City, there were also in 
attendance Mr. and Mrs. Oscar 
Mayer of New York, Dr. C. W. 
Hennan, vice president of the A. P. 
S., from Chicago and Mr. and Mrs. 
George W. Linn of Columbus, Ohio. 

An elegant dinner was served at 
the Grand Hotel and all the trim- 
mings of a genuine Cincinnati 
party were provided in plenty. The 
meeting was probably one of the 
most representative of prominent 
Cincinnati Collectors since the 
famous party at Moerleins many 
years ago. 

The ladies were in charge of 
Mrs. Weiss who acted as their 
hostess in a private room at the 
same hotel. 

Immediately preceding the din- 
ner a group photograph was taken 
of the entire gathering and a 
copy is to be sent each guest as a 
souvenir of the occasion. 

This party was not strictly a 
Philatelic gathering for Mr. Weiss 
is a sentimental man and it was his 
pleasure to have as one of his 
guests the first landlord that he 
had rented office rooms from when 
he started in business. 

In relating this incident it was 
told that he had a week previously 


engaged a room in the old Pike 
Opera House Block but that having 
seen these other rooms a few days 
later he cancelled his first reserva- 
tion and took the rooms from this 
other gentleman and that a week 
after he started in business the 
Pike Opera House burned. 

There was no speech making. 
However each guest was allotted a 
few minutes in which he was ex- 
pected to tell some _ interesting 
event in his philatelic career. This 
plan brought out many interesting 
stories and accounts of a varied 
sort. Mr. Millar of Cincinnati had 
so much to say that he did not have 
time for all of it and after the 
dinner he even started talking 
about his goldfish. 

Probably one of the most inter- 
esting stories was that by Babe 
Kennett, Mr. Hinds’ side kick. Babe 
told how he first became acquaint- 
ed with Mr. Hinds and about some 
of their subsequent hunts for 
stamps, the tale of the New Zea- 
land Officials was a rich one that 
can best be appreciated by a Cin- 
cinnatian, so we will not inflict it 
on the collectors in the arid sec- 
tions of this country. 

Would that there were more 
dealers in this part of the country 
who would hold fortieth anni- 
versaries. 

After the party at the hotel had 
dwindled to a few of the out of 
town guests and brother H. C. 
Carpenter the party adjourned to 
the home of Mr. Weiss where 
stamps and politics as concerns the 
present momentous questions were 
the subject of much discussion un- 
til the early hours of the morning 
when everyone feeling that the day 
had been well spent retired to their 
respective hotels for a much need- 
ed rest.

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Foreign Notes 


A Review of World Events That May Change 
Postage Stamp Issues 


By RALPH A KIMBLE 


Abyssinia 

November 2nd was coronation 
day for the oldest dynasty in the 
world, when the Negus Ras Tafari 
and his queen are crowned Em- 
peror and Empress amid the most 
impressive ceremonies and scenes 
of spectacular grandeur. Adis 
Abeba, the capital city, has been 
almost completely overhauled and 
decorated for the great event. 
Fifty miles of new highways have 
been built, churches, stores, palaces 
and dwellings have been remodeled, 
extensive decorating has been done 
thruout the city and triumphal 
arches, electric light displays, pen- 
nants and banners have been put 
up. The twin crowns of their Ma- 
jesties represent a cost of more 
than a million dollars. Their im- 
perial coach was used by the for- 
mer Kaiser of Germany, and pur- 
chased at a cost of $6,000. It will 
be drawn by magnificent white 
horses imported from Hungary, 
and driven by the former coach- 
man of the Emperor Franz Joseph 
of Austria. It is indeed the day of 
days for this ancient empire, whose 
history reaches back until it is lost 
in antiquity. 


Afghanistan 

Another Eastern monarch took 
the helm of his country recently 
when, on Oct. 19th, Nadir Khan, 
the hero of the war for independ- 
ence of 1919, when Afghanistan 
finally became independent from 
British rule, was officially seated 
on the throne. The actual cere- 
monies were simple. No corona- 
tion took place, for the rulers of 
this land wear no crowns. A simple 
speech of acceptance, and the form- 
al replies by the head of the Mos- 
lem religion and those represent- 
ing foreign diplomatic corps took 
but a few moments. In spite of the 
depleted treasury the day was a 
colorful one, with the impressive 
parade of native troops in their 
picturesque costumes, the king in 
his Rolls Royce, diplomats in full 
evening dress and all the pageant- 
ry which such a ceremony attains 
in the Orient. 


The new king, unlike his prede- 
cessor, will attempt no sudden re- 
making of his people’s customs, no 
arbitrary rules for European cus- 
toms. All he asked was that the 
people should have their children 
attend the schools, really the most 
important thing of all, but a new 
thing in tribal civilization. “The 
country is yours to do with what 
you want”, were his final words, 
words which showed a depth of 


understanding and a knowledge of 
human nature not to be expected 
under such conditions. The leader 
goes much farther than the driver. 


Austria 


Here in the United States we 
consider our politics complicated 
enough with two major parties, 
but Austria goes to the polls soon 
with no less than four such parties 
contending for mastery. Feeling 
runs very high, and the possibili- 
ties of friction are great. Political 
leanings run from the strict reac- 
tionary to the ultra radical, with 
the balance of power towards the 
latter. Another example of the 
unrestful situation in Europe which 
causes thinking persons real con- 
cern. 


The Balkans 

This historic and _ proverbial 
storm center of the world is at last 
taking steps, which if successful, 
will be of inestimable value to the 
safety and security of Europe. A 
recent meeting of representatives 
of the various Balkan governments 
in the city of Athens formulated 
a working plan by which these 
nations pledge themselves in a 
league for mutual protection and 
international peace. Friction de- 
veloped in some discussions, as is 
natural, but was smoothed over. 
It is the first real step towards 
peace that has been taken by con- 
certed action among these small 
but highly important countries. 


China 


The recent appalling atrocity by 
Chinese bandits, operating under 
the cognomen of the Red Army has 
at last brought action by the Nan- 
king government. Beginning Nov. 
1st, with Hankow as a base of op- 
erations, sixty thousand federal 
troops will push an anti-bandit 
drive thru all affected provinces. 
The history of the past few years, 
during which scores of mission- 
aries have been kidnapped, held for 
ransom or slain with wanton bru- 
tality, has printed a sombre page 
in China’s history. The culmina- 
tion came a few weeks ago when 
two English women, Christian mis- 
sionaries, were beheaded under the 
most horrible circumstances. 


Cuba 


Effective Oct. 15th, President 


Machado issued a decree forbid- 
ding all meetings or assemblages 
of any kind thruout the republic 
until after the Nov. 2, election. The 
political situation has been strained 


peaceful. 


for some time, and threats of vio- 
lence have been numerous. The 
unrest which has been so evident 
in South America has had its effect 
in this neighboring republic, tho 
open violence has not been evident, 
The congressional election taking 
place as you read this may bring 
some important results to Cuba. 


Haiti 

The Oct. 14 election left two 
candidates in the field for the pres- 
idency of this turbulent republic, 
Seymour Pradel and Stenio Vincent 
were elected to the senate, and 
from these two will be chosen the 
next chief executive. Balloting in 
the election was comparatively 
Arrests were made, but 
mostly for repeating. A Chicago 
election has been infinitely more 
exciting. About 200,000 votes were 
cast. 


Japan 

The stork is expected to visit the 
Imperial Palace next February, ac- 
cording to official announcement. 
The Emperor Hirohito and the 
Empress Nagako have _ three 
daughters now, and a son and heir 
to the throne would be an event 
of national importance. The pres- 
ent heir-presumptive is the Prince 
Yasuhito Chichibu, brother of the 
Emperor, as only male children are 
eligible. 


Johore 

After a brief and whirlwind 
courtship, the powerful Sultan of 
Johore, one of the richest monarchs 
in the world, was married Oct. 138, 
to Mrs. Helen Wilson, a Scottish 
beauty. Native Indian monarchs 
have long been noted for their 
wealth, and the Sultan of Johore 
ranks among the richest of them 
all. His queen becomes mistress 
of riches beyond the dreams of 
avarice. 


HOLLAND—JAVA AIR MAIL 





The following is an excerpt from 
the Persian newspaper “Iran”:— 

“The Government of Holland has 
decided to establish an Air Mail 
service between Amsterdam and 
Batavia. This service will neces- 
sitate the passage of their air- 
planes over the Persian Gulf and 
the use of Persian Airdromes. The 
Persian Cabinet has authorized the 
use of these Airdromes with the 
understanding that the six laws 
for foreign planes carrying mail 
shall be observed.
